As  if  from  a dream,  I heard  Mr.  Thomas  call  my  name.  Slowly  I got  up 
and  received  my  diploma  and  his  congratulations.  I could  feel  tears  trickling 
down  my  cheeks  as  I sat  down  in  my  chair.  This  was  what  I had  worked  for 
five  long  years.  Yet  now,  they  seemed  only  as  minutes  flying  through  the  space 
of  time.  Why,  when  I close  my  eyes  I can  even  see  those  five  years. 

We  were  so  happy  on  that  bright,  sunny  morning,  September  6,  1945,  as 
we  walked  into  the  halls  of  Poquoson  High  School.  We  looked  very  distin- 
guished with  lipstick  on  our  faces,  scurrying  this  way  and  that,  lost  in  the 
masses  of  students.  Joe  Bunting  was  elected  as  our  leader  for  that  year.  Oh! 
We  really  had  fun  on  that  weiner  roast,  even  though  the  weiners  had  been  for- 
gotten, Everyone  was  so  proud  of  our  Freshmen  Chorus  when  they  made  such 
a wonderful  rating  at  the  Music  Festival. 

September,  1 946,  again  met  us  on  our  way  to  Poquoson  as  Freshmen.  We 
elected  Catherine  Cillikin  as  our  leader  for  this  year.  Finally,  we  had  learned 
our  way  around  school  and  were  really  trying  to  take  advantage  of  it.  Our 
Freshmen  Dance  was  one  of  the  spotlights  of  the  year.  The  first  May  Day  since 
1941  was  held.  Catherine  Cillikin  and  Nancy  de  Neufville  represented  our 
class  in  the  court. 

We  entered  in  September,  1947,  with  a brighter  look  than  ever  before. 
We  were  finally  Sophomores.  To  add  to  that  great  feeling,  we  learned  that  we 
were  going  to  have  a band  at  Poquoson,  the  first  to  be  organized.  Catherine 
Cillikin  was  again  elected  President  of  our  class.  We  ordered  our  class  rings 
and  thought  we  were  as  good  as  graduated.  After  weeks  of  working,  our 
Christmas  Dance  was  sponsored  and  ended  up  to  be  a wonderful  success. 
Evangeline  Fox,  Jeannine  Ward,  and  Ailsa  Braid  represented  us  in  the  May 
Court.  Then  came  that  night  of  April  23  when  v/e  sponsored  the  big  Junior- 
Senior  Prom  for  the  outgoing  Seniors.  Everything  was  simply  beautiful,  and 
the  band  was  so  dreamy.  Everyone  hated  to  go  home. 

We  entered  our  Junior  year  in  September,  1948.  Our  Senior  rings  came 
and  we  walked  around  holding  our  hands  out  for  inspection.  John  Patterson 
was  elected  to  head  our  class  and  Joe  Bunting  headed  our  Student  Government. 
Thirty-five  of  us  became  Safety  Patrol  members,  with  Bobby  Forrest  as  Cap- 
tain. Catherine  Cillikin  was  elected  May  Queen,  with  Jeannine  Ward  and 
Roselyn  Pauls  as  Maids  of  Honor.  Gloria  Graham,  Ailsa  Braid,  Nancy  de  Neuf- 
ville and  Sue  Holloway  were  class  representatives  in  the  Court.  Our  Spring 
Dance  was  the  largest  dance  in  the  history  of  our  class.  The  Junior  play,  “Aunt 
Tillie  Goes  to  Town”  proved  to  be  a great  success. 

On  September  9,  1949,  we  entered  the  last  rounds  of  our  career  as  stu- 
dents at  Poquoson.  We  were  Seniors,  the  highest  class  in  school.  Ann  Cluverius 
was  elected  as  our  class  leader.  Our  Safety  Patrol  consisted  of  thirty-six  mem- 
bers, with  Catherine  Cillikin  as  captain.  Otis  Bunting  was  elected  editor-in- 
chief  of  the  Annual  under  the  sponsorship  of  Miss  Moore  and  Mr.  Baker.  The 
Talent  Show  was  a howling  success,  especially  with  those  black  faced  Senior 
girls  in  short  skirts.  The  Juniors  gave  us  the  Prom  this  year.  Our  Senior  play 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  best  ever  given.  The  Band  got  new  uniforms  and  were 
the  “sharpest”  ever  seen.  Our  invitations  and  pins  were  received.  When  our 
Annual  arrived,  everyone  had  “writer’s  cramp.”  Then  the  days  of  practice  for 
graduation.  Caps  and  gowns  were  handed  out  by  Mrs.  Freeman  and  Mrs.  Rob- 
inson, our  class  sponsors.  Fifty-six  of  us  received  diplomas. 

Slowly  I opened  my  eyes.  My  classmates  were  rising.  I got  to  my  feet  and 
to  the  strains  of  music  walked  off  the  stage,  and  out  of  the  doors  of  my  Alma 
Mater,  Poquoson  High  School.  Reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  sessions  are 
over,  but  beyond  the  blue  lies  an  even  greater  work,  that  of  life.

In  the  first  game  of  the  season  Poquoson  Hi’s  football  team  tied  a much 
heavier  Franklin  eleven,  6-6.  Neither  team  could  get  its  offense  clicking  in  the 
first  quarter;  then  early  in  the  second  quarter  Poquoson  exploded.  Bull  Island 
tailback  Henen  Benthail  hit  end  Arlen  Carter  with  a touchdown  pass  in  a play 
that  covered  50  yards.  Benthall’s  conversion  try  was  low,  but  Poquoson 
led  6-0. 

However,  this  lead  was  short-lived,  for  only  a moment  later  Jack  Brown 
of  Franklin  intercepted  one  of  Benthall’s  passes  on  the  ’Islander’s’  20  yard  line 
and  scampered  across  the  goal  line  for  the  TD  that  tied  the  score.

Several  times,  later  in  the  game,  the  big  green  of  Franklin  marched  to 
within  scoringdistance  of  the  Poquoson  goal  line  only  to  lose  the  ball  on  downs. 

POQUOSON-7,  GREAT  BRIDCE-6  ^ 

On  the  Great  Bridge  Wildcats’  home  gridiron  Arlen  "Pills”  Carter  and 
Henen  Benthail  were  the  deciding  factors  in  a dingdong  slugfest  that  saw 
Poquoson  emerge  victorious  by  a single  point.  Midway  in  the  first  period 
Benthail,  aided*by  beautiful  blocking,  returned  a Great  Bridge  punt  88  yards 
for  Poquoson’s  only  touchdown.  Less  than  a minute  later  Garter  snagged 
Benthall’s  pass  in  the  end  zone  to  score  the  point  that  won  the  ball  game. 

It  was  still,  however,  early  in  the  game  and  the  Wildcats  were  not 
through.  They  scored  before  the  end  of  the  half  and  were  always  threatening. 
Many  times  Great  Bridge  drove  deep  into  Poquoson  territory  to  be  stopped 
within  spitting  distance  of  the  goal  line. 

Genter  Alex  Turlington  and  guards  Philip  Edwards  and  Dickie  Warnick 
were  outstanding  in  a Poquoson  forward  wall  that  made  several  brilliant  goal 
line  stands.

In  their  first  performance  on  their  home  gridiron,  Poquoson  Hi’s  red-hot 
football  team  upset  the  Mathew  Whaley  Governors,  13-7.  The  first  quarter 
went  by  scoreless.  Then  tiring  of  the  Alphonse  and  Gaston  act  being  put  on  at 
mid-field  by  the  Whaleyites  and  themselves,  the  ’’ Islanders"  decided  to  move 
the  ball.  "Teeny”  Soles,  Olen  Evans  and  Henen  Benthail  took  turns  biting  off 
yardage  down  to  the  four  yard  stripe  from  where  Benthail  knifed  off  tackle 
for  the  score.  Benthail  then  threw  a pass  to  lanky  “Pills”  Garter  for  the  extra 
point. 

After  the  Governors  had  knotted  the  count  at  seven  all  in  the  third  ses- 
sion, Poquoson  went  to  work  again.

Poquoson  backs,  Henen  Benttiall.  Boyd  Soles,  John  Patterson,  and  Olen  Evans 
then  preceded  to  bury  the  outclassed  Blue  Devils  under  an  avalanche  of  touch- 
downs. To  complete  the  rout  Poquoson  made  good  on  three  passes  for  extra 
points — two  to  end  "Pills”  Carter  and  one  to  Healy. 

POQUOSON-24,  DEEP  CREEK-0 

Billy  Hogge  with  one  touchdown  and  Henen  Benthail  with  three  helped 
take  the  sting  out  of  Deep  Creek’s  hapless  Hornets  as  Poquoson  Hi  won  its 
fourth  game  of  the  football  season.  The  "Islanders”  scored  fast  with  Benthail 
breaking  loose  from  33  yards  out  and  going  all  the  way.  After  that  Poquoson 
was  never  in  trouble.  Poquoson’s  tough  defense  restrained  the  Hornets’  at- 
tempt to  get  their  attack  going;  while  the  smooth  Bull  Island  backfield  bit  off 
huge  chunks  of  yardage.  Benthail  did  the  honors  twice  more  in  the  first  half — 
once  from  the  26  and  again  from  the  46.  To  add  insult  to  injury,  late  in  the 
contest,  Hogge  completely  fooled  the  Deep  Creek  defense  and  raced  44  yards 
on  the  ancient  Statue  of  Liberty  play  for  the  final  six  points.  Although  he 
didn’t  break  into  the  scoring  column  fullback  Boyd  “Teeny”  Soles  started  by 
racking  up  a 9.9  yard  average  in  9 carries. 
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POQUOSON-O,  SMITHFIEL.D-0 

In  a night  battle  before  some  2,000  spectators  at  Darling  Memorial  Sta- 
dium, Poquoson’s  fast  freight  football  team  got  derailed  by  Smithfield’s  alert 
Packers.  Fumbles,  penalties,  and  miscues  of  every  sort  cost  both  teams  dearly. 
The  closest  the  Poquonsonites  were  to  pay  dirt  all  night  was  in  the  third  quar- 
ter when  they  had  a first  down  on  the  Packer  one  yard  marker.  However,  they 
lost  their  opportunity  by  fumbling  and  never  got  going  after  that. 

Smithfield  never  threatened  seriously,  but  they  had  an  extremely  alert 
defense.  It  often  appeared  that  the  Packers  knew  the  Poquoson  plays  better 
than  Poquoson  did. 

The  affair  proved,  though,  that  Poquosonites  could  draw  a fair  sized 
crowd;  this  despite  a threatening  sky.  Throughout  the  entire  contest  the  Bull 
Island  High  School  fans  displayed  admirable  school  spirit. 

POQUOSON -44,  VARINA-0 

In  their  last  performance  before  the  home  crowd  for  1949  the  Poquoson 
football  squad  completely  devastated  Varina  44-0.  Henen  Benthall  started  the 
slaughter  on  a 14  yard  scoring  thrust  in  the  second  period.  In  the  same  perid 
Benthall  passed  to  Archie  Healy  in  the  end  zone  for  another  six-pointer. 
Hardly  had  the  spectators  seated  themselves  at  the  start  of  the  second  half 
when  Boyd  “Teeny”  Soles  brought  them  to  their  feet  again  with  a sparkling 
73  yard  kickoff  return  for  another  TD,  Benthall  passed  complete  to  Arlen 
Carter  on  the  conversion  try.  Before  the  third  quarter  was  over  Benthall 
scooted  1 4 yards  around  end  to  score  standing  up.  But  the  fun  had  only  begun. 
At  the  start-of  the  fourth  period  Benthall  snagged  an  errant  Varina  pass  on  his 
own  30  and  on  the  next  play  ripped  off  tackle  from  70  yards  out  and  went  all 
the  way.  Healy,  not  to  be  outdone,  grabbed  a Varina  lateral  and  weaved  his 
way  40  yards  untouched.  The  whole  thing  began  to  look  more  and  more  like 
a good  old  Roman  Holiday  as  wingback  Olen  Evans  whirled  33  yards  for  the 
final  touchdown.  However,  to  make  the  affair  more  gruesome,  quarterback 
John  Patterson  dropped  a pass  into  the  waiting  hands  of  sub-tailback  George 
Dumas  for  the  extra  point.

Even  the  subs  got  into  the  act  as  Poquoson  put  the  finishing  touches  to 
an  undefeated  season  with  a 33-0  conquest  of  Mathews.  Triple-threat  Henen 
Benthall  scored  once  each  in  the  first,  second  and  fourth  stanzas.  In  addi- 
tion, fullback  Boyd  Soles  bucked  over  for  a touchdown  and  try  for  point.  Late 
in  the  last  quarter  sub-back.  Merrill  Barton  made  up  for  a touchdown  Mathews 
squeezed  out  by  catching  a pass  thrown  by  another  sub.  Johnny  Hunt,  in  the 
end  zone.  End  Buster  Martin  pulled  in  still  another  pass  for  the  extra  point.
